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Lack of defibrillator and fire risk procedure highlighted 

SURGERY TOLD TO 
IMPROVE SAFETY

A SURGERY providing care 
for more than 5,000 people 
that failed to update its risk 
assessments has been told to 
improve following an inspec¬ 
tion. 

The surgery of Dr NK Agrawal and 
Partner in West Bromwich was rated 
as ‘requiring improvement’ after a 
Care Quality Commission review on 
January 26. 

It found the centre lacked a defibrillator on 
site and failed to update its fire risk assess¬ 
ments. 

Staff performance reviews had also not been 
carried out for two years and ‘medicine direc¬ 
tives’ were not up to date. 

Two areas were rated as inadequate, with 
safety and leadership cited as areas improve¬ 
ment was needed. 

However the services care, effectiveness and 
responsiveness were rated as ‘good.’ 

The surgery, along Clifton Lane, cares for 
around 5,500 patients in the local community. 

The report said ‘most risks to patients were 
assessed and well managed’. 

Reviewed 

But inspectors found ‘the practice did not 
have a defibrillator so that it could adequately 
respond to a medical emergency’ - and ‘no risk 
assessment was in place to determine if one was 
needed’. 

Other risk assessments such as for fire ‘were 
not regularly reviewed.’ 

The surgery failed to meet three regulations 
covering care, governance and employment. 

Covering care, inspectors said: “(the surgery) 
did not ensure care and treatment was provided 
by ensuring proper and safe management of 
medicines through current and up to date med¬ 
icine directives.” 

This was after failing to meet ‘Regulation 
12 HSCA (RA) Regulations 2014 Safe care and 
treatment.’ 

Following the surgery’s failure to meet the 
governance regulation, inspectors said: “Sys¬ 
tems or processes must be established, followed 
and reviewed effectively to ensure appropriate 
risk assessments to mitigate the risks relating 
to the health, safety and welfare of service users 
and others. 

“Appropriate processes should be followed to 
keep records in relation to persons employed in 
the carrying on of the regulated activity.” 

Two GPs currently work at the surgery but a 
new GP is due to join. 

The surgery did not wish to comment.

YOUNGSTERS from a Black Country school 
have had the police in their corner while tak¬ 
ing part in boxing training. 

Based at Warley Rugby Club in Tat Bank 
Road, where Warley Boxing Club also train, 
12 pupils aged 12 and 13 from Ormiston 
Sandwell Community Academy have been 
selected by teachers to participate in the 
scheme. It is funded by police in an attempt 
to engage with youngsters in the area. 

It is thought early engagement with teen¬ 
agers helps them avoid anti-social behaviour 
orders and encourage many to pursue other 


interests and options. Neighbourhood Ser¬ 
geant Gary Capewell is one of the main or¬ 
ganisers of the scheme. 

He said: “It really has been a great four 
weeks and the interaction between the kids 
and ourselves couldn’t have gone any better. 

“It’s all about bridging the gap between the 
police and youngsters who only see us as a 
uniform rather than a person. Not all of them 
will turn out bad, but we are doing our best 
to show teenagers of Sandwell that they have 
other options to look into, other than things 
which will lead them down the wrong road. 


There’s one 12-year-old who has really im¬ 
pressed me and I honestly believe she could 
have a career in boxing. 

“She’s told us that if the scheme hadn’t 
been set up, she would never have had access 
to such an opportunity. That’s what it’s all 
about.” 

The club will run for a further eight weeks 
at the rugby club between 4pm and 5pm on 
Tuesdays. They are trained by coach and am¬ 
ateur boxer and super heavyweight Solomon 
Dacres, who in November became national 
champion for the first time.

A NEW petition put forward by an activ¬ 
ist group will be discussed by Sandwell 
Council next month to consider options for 
‘non-lethal methods’ of controlling Canada 
geese. 

Back in January, more than 4,000 people 
signed a petition calling on the council to 
end its controversial geese cull, which saw 
a total of 220 geese culled over the past 
two years in Tipton’s Victoria Park and Dart¬ 
mouth Park, West Bromwich. 

Council chiefs agreed to stop culling 
after a further meeting in February, but ad¬ 
vised activists it was not something ‘they 
could rule out in the future.’

Mickey Mantle 


IF the Black Country did baseball, we’d 
probably have teams called the ‘Yam- 
kees’ or ‘Bostin’ Red Sox.’ 

But it turns out the ancestors of one 
of the game’s most iconic players were 
Black Country folk. The great-great- 
grandfather of Mickey Mantle - a former 
star player at the New York Yankees 
dubbed the ‘Commerce Rocket’ - was 
from the Black Country. 

George S Mantle was born in the re¬ 
gion at the start of the 19th Century - 
more than 100 years before the birth of 
Mickey - and was the man who brought 
his family to America. Mickey is consid-

ered one of the games greatest players, 
alongside the likes of Babe Ruth and 
Joe DiMaggio, playing centre fielder 
and first baseman. He was inducted into 
the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1974 for his 
stand-out career that spanned the years 
from 1951 to 1968. 

But his family roots can be traced to 
the industrial heartland of England. His 
great-great-grandfather George Mantle 
was born in Brierley Hill in 1805 and 
married his great-great-grandmother 
Maria Scriven at Tipton Parish Church 
on June 16, 1828, who gave birth to 
their oldest son, James David Mantle, 


in Brierley Hill on May 10, 1841. Seven 
years later the family moved family to 
Missouri, where George died in 1879. 

James Mantle then married Elissa 
C Moore in 1863, and had a son called 
Charles Edwin Mantle, who later mar¬ 
ried Mae Clark, the latter two being 
Mickey’s grandparents. 

Fast forward a few decades and 
Mickey - named after Mickey Cochrane, 
considered one of baseball’s best catch¬ 
ers - was born to parents Elvin Charles 
‘Mutt’ Mantle, a lead miner, and Lovell 
Mantle in Oklahoma on October 20, 
1931. 


Partner knifed to death 
after threat to leave 

A 43-year-old factory worker has 
admitted murdering his partner 
in a frenzied attack after she 
vowed to leave him. 

Heavy drinking Cezary Sobiewski 
savagely stabbed Barbara Baraniecka, 
also 43, 13 times - including several 
wounds to the neck - after waiting un¬ 
til they were alone at home. 

It followed a blazing row in the front 
bedroom of the house in Standbridge Way, 

Tipton on November 12. 

The murderer then calmly sat in the 
kitchen for up to five hours until Dzesika, 
one of Miss Baraniecka’s two daughters, 
came home from work. 

The 25-year-old noticed damage to the 
doors and a knife on the landing before 
going into the bedroom where she found 
the blood-stained body of her mother on 
the bed. 

Devastated Dzesika feared her own life 
was in danger and ran from the address to 
a neighbour who called for an ambulance. 

Nearby residents had heard the earlier 
commotion at the property around 9.30am 
but thought nothing of it. 

When paramedics arrived they confirmed 
Barbara had been dead for several hours 
and alerted police. 

Officers reached the scene minutes later 
to find Sobiewski still sitting in the kitchen 
and arrested him on suspicion of murder. 

Sobiewski was being sentenced this week 
after pleading guilty at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Monday. No details of the 
offence were given at that stage. 

But Emily Lenham, Senior Crown Pros¬ 
ecutor from West Midlands Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, revealed later: “A month 
before her death, Barbara Baraniecka told 
Cezary Sobiewski that she wanted to end 
their relationship. 

“He was unable to accept this decision 
and he waited until the victim was alone in 
the house before launching a sustained and 
brutal attack on her. 

“It was extremely violent; Ms Bara¬ 
niecka was stabbed a total of 13 times. The 
defendant showed no remorse for his ac¬ 
tions and has now pleaded guilty.” 

Detective Inspector Jim Munro said: 

“Cezary Sobiewski could not control his 
drinking or his jealousy and his actions 
have resulted in the death of a completely 
innocent woman.”

To make sure they got the best 
possible chance to meet up with 
Kane, 31-year-old Mr Cassidy 
started queuing at 4.15am. 

They stocked up on Kane figu¬ 
rines the night before meeting the

7ft tall giant. He said: “I wanted to 
make sure we met him because we 
travelled a long way. 

“The wrestlers only come over 
to the UK twice a year so it’s quite 
hard to meet them. 

“He was a really nice bloke and 
signed everything we wanted - rep¬ 


lica wrestling belts and figurines 
we bought the night before.” 

Mr Cassidy and Connor spent 
three-and-a-half hours driving 
down to Oldbury on Friday after¬ 
noon after the 11-year-old finished 
school. 

He said: “Hulk Hogan was al¬ 
ways my hero as a young boy and 
now Connor loves wrestling as 
well,” said Mr Cassidy, a carer. 

Jamie Foster, 19, from Wolver¬ 
hampton also had his picture taken 
with Kane. 

He said: “I’ve been a wrestling 
fan for a long time, since I was a 
kid. It was really good to meet 
Kane and I had a few things signed 
and got a picture. 

“I was waiting for a few hours.” 


Student, 19, 
sparked 
shops alert 
with BB gun 

A TEENAGER sparked a security alert 
when he pulled out a BB gun in front of 
shoppers in West Bromwich. 

Sandwell College student Mohammed 
Mumen was showing the weapon to 
friends in the Queens Square shopping 
centre and was spotted by shoppers who 
feared he was holding a real handgun, 
a judge was told. Security staff were 
alerted before police were called. 

Mumen, aged 19, from Handsworth, 
told police he had bought the BB gun 
from a market as he needed protection 
when he was in West Bromwich be¬ 
cause of ‘postcode beef with people in 
the town, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Judge James Burbidge said Mumen’s 
actions had understandably caused ‘high 
alert given the times we sadly live in’. 

Imitation 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said: 
“The defendant was seen with a firearm 
in Queens Square Shopping Centre near 
Sandwell College where he was at the 
time attending. 

“The weapon was a BB gun, it wasn’t 
loaded. It had capabilities but couldn’t 
have been fired as it had no gas cham¬ 
ber. It isn’t considered an air weapon be¬ 
cause of its low power but is considered 
an imitation firearm.” 

“The teenager, of Stamford Road, who 
admitted possession of an imitation fire¬ 
arm, was given a six-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 months. He was 
also ordered to complete 150 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £250 in court costs. 

Final fundraising

George’s Day parade in West Bromwich 
have urged members of the public to 
support their final fundraising push. 

The popular event is a highlight of the 
local calendar but, according to organ¬ 
iser Mark Whitehouse, fundraising ‘is 
always a struggle’ - and this year has 
proved no different. 

He has encouraged supporters of the 
event to get behind it to ensure it goes 
off without a hitch. The 1.8-mile route 
from Stone Cross to Dartmouth Park 
normally attracts around 25,000 people. 

A pre-parade party has been set up 
at the Horse and Jockey pub in Stoney 
Lane tomorrow.

TOM Watson says he has no plans 
to apologise to Harvey Proctor after 
the former Tory MP accused him of 
making ‘outlandish and false’ decla¬ 
rations over the VIP paedophile ring 
inquiry Operation Midland. 

Last month Mr Proctor, who was 
questioned as part of the investiga¬ 
tion, launched a withering attack on 
Labour’s deputy leader, accusing him 
of making ‘self-serving’ comments 
about the Metropolitan Police’s probe 
into claims that several young boys 
were sexually abused by high-profile 
Westminster figures. 

He demanded that Mr Watson, 
along with fellow Labour MP John 
Mann and London mayoral candidate 
Zac Goldsmith, apologise in the Com¬ 
mons. 

The West Bromwich East MP told 
the Commons in October 2012 that he 
had evidence that there was a ‘power¬ 
ful paedophile network linked to Par¬ 
liament and Number 10’. 

But he says he ‘never once’ men¬ 
tioned Mr Proctor in connection with 
the investigation. 

Mr Proctor, aged 69, was formally 
cleared after police closed the Opera¬ 
tion Midland inquiry last month. 

He was one of a number of high-pro¬ 
file figures to be drawn into the inves¬ 
tigation. 

They included Sir Edward Heath, 
prime minister between 1970 and 
1974, former home secretary Lord 
Brittan, and the then commander in 
chief of UK land forces, General Lord 
Bramall. All were cleared. 


Crash driver may 
face new charges 

A MULTI-MILLIONAIRE could face 
fresh criminal charges after a post 
mortem revealed a girl died as a re¬ 
sult of severe injuries she suffered as 
a baby nine years earlier. 

And the findings mean prosecutors 
can review whether fresh charges can 
be brought against the man who was 
driving the car involved in the crash. 

Cerys Edwards was left brain dam¬ 
aged, paralysed and unable to breathe 
without a ventilator after Antonio 
Boparan, then 19, smashed head on 
into her parents’ car in 2006. 

She died in October. He served 
six months of a 21-month sentence 
after being found guilty of dangerous 
driving. Boparan was driving on the 
wrong side of Streetly Lane in Sutton 
Coldfield in his parents Range Rover.

On Monday, there will be West 
Bromwich at War, Monday, from 
1-3.30pm, at the Wesleyan Chapel, 
High Street, West Bromwich, which 
will see a display of material collected 
for the project, with film showings. 
People are encouraged to bring along 
memorabilia and photographs from 
the period. This event is being run in 
association with Sandwell Age UK. 

Rich Franks, project co-ordinator, 


said: “One big aspect of the project is 
reaching out to the local community 
and involving local people in events, 
presentations and workshops to share 
individual experiences.” 

A book will be published, which 
will also include setting up a web¬ 
site for the society. This will feature 
the results of the project as well as 
broader historical materials on West 
Bromwich. The project is supported 
by a financial bequest from the late 
president of the society, Stan Wilkins, 
the Heritage Lottery Fund and West 
Bromwich Civic Pride Association. 


Fridges full of rotten 
food dumped near flats 


FRIDGE freezers with rotten food in¬ 
side are among the fly-tipping mess 
that has been dumped behind a block 
of flats in Great Barr. 

The load was dumped last week near ga¬ 
rages behind a block of flats on Lingfield 
Court, off Hamstead Road and not far from 
Sandwell Valley Nature Reserve. 

Two large piles of rubbish - one of them including 
a filthy mattress, a microwave oven, paint buckets, 
wood planks and bricks - can be seen from homes. 
A second pile, about 15 feet away from the first, 
includes metal furniture rods and a fridge freezer, 
which was dumped still containing its contents of 
pizzas, meat and burgers. 

The meat has since started to rot and attract ver¬ 
min and foxes. 

A 29-year-old local mother, who asked not to be 
named, said: “It’s disgusting. People seem to think 
that because this bit of land is away from the road, 
they can treat it like a rubbish dump and get away 
with it, but then there’s no CCTV here. 

“The freezer is particularly unpleasant because 
the meat that was inside it has started to rot and go 
mouldy and I’ve seen and heard the foxes that have 
been attracted to it. 

Germs 

“I dare not clear the food away myself as I have 
a three-year-old and I don’t want them exposed to 
the kind of germs I’d pick up.” 

Stephen Gabriel, strategic manager for Regula¬ 
tory Services, at Sandwell Council urged people to 
contact police with any information. 

He said: “This is another highly irresponsible 
and illegal incident of dumping which is rightly 
condemned by local residents who find it upsetting 
to find this kind of rubbish left by their homes. 

“I would urge anyone who may have evidence to 
who may have been responsible for it to report it 
to the police.” 

Last summer, council chiefs launched a fresh 
crackdown on fly-tipping across the borough after 
the clean-up bill topped £180,000 in 12 months. 

Bosses insisted they were committed to investi¬ 
gating all cases to trace culprits and bring those 
responsible to court. Derelict pubs, patches of 
wasteland and alleyways are sites commonly tar¬ 
geted by fly-tippers. 

The owner of a Great Barr business, FryDays 
fish and chip shop in Hamstead Road, hit out at 
tippers last year who she had blamed for turning 
customers away. 

Pam Vowles said rubbish was being left in bin 
liners and then dumped at the back of her shop.

Homes cleared after house hit by car 


SEVERAL homes were evacuat¬ 
ed in Tividale after a car smashed 
into a house. The crash happened 
in Barnett Street just before 4pm 
on Monday, and blocked the road 
between Tividale Road and Wal- 
ford Street. 

Emergency services rushed to 
the scene and found the house 
which had been struck was ‘un¬ 
stable’. A structural engineer and 
fire service technical rescue team 


were called. Police said the driver 
of the red car was not in the vehi¬ 
cle when they arrived and officers 
conducted a search of the area to 
try to track the motorist down. 

Two crews from West Midlands 
Fire Service were on the scene 
helping to shore up. 

A West Midlands Fire Service 
control spokesman said: “We 
were called to reports of a car in 
collision with a house. 


“Our technical rescue teams 
are on route as the building is 
unstable. 

“We have also requested a 
structural engineer to attend as 
well. 

“Cordons have been put up 
and crews are just waiting for the 
technical rescue teams to arrive.” 

The fire service was called at 
3.53pm and crews from Tipton 
and Dudley have attended.”

Osborne backs 
£200m offices 

ONE of the UK’s biggest property 
investors is backing a £200 milli on 
scheme to create Three Snowhill, a 
420,000 sq ft office block in the heart 
of Birmingham. 

It is seen as the largest-ever specula¬ 
tive city centre office scheme to be built 
outside London and has been back¬ 
ed by Chancellor George Osborne. 

M&G Real Estate has confirmed 
it will fund the building of developer 
Ballymore’s Three Snowhill, which 
could house up to 4,000 office work¬ 
ers. Around 450 construction jobs will 
be created during the building work.

Thousands spent on 
council catering bill 

SANDWELL Council spent nearly 
£70,000 on catering for meetings in 
one year, new figures have revealed. 

The authority spent £69,972 on food 
and drink between April 1 last year 
and February 29, 2016. 

Spending at the authority was un¬ 
earthed through a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request. 

The council, which is trying to save 
£40 million of new savings over the 
next two years, has axed more than 
200 jobs since 2014.

Mother's shock over escape of son

THE mother of a three-year-old boy who 
managed to scale a 6ft fence and escape 
from his nursery has spoken of her shock 
over what happened. 

It comes as bosses revealed they have 
completed a review of security measures 
since the scare. Omari Faure-Johnson was 
found on a nearby street after making his 
getaway by climbing over a mesh fence at 
Christchurch Primary School in Albert 
Street, Oldbury. 

The incident last month prompting an 
urgent safety review at the school and left 
the youngster’s mother Emma Johnson 


questioning how her son was allowed to 
get out unnoticed. 

She said she found it hard to believe her 
son was able to make it over the fence but 
headteacher Michaela Long said she had 
‘no doubt’ that is what happened. 

Omari was spotted by a passer-by and 
was taken back to the school. He is be¬ 
lieved to have been missing for around 
four minutes. Miss Johnson, aged 24, said: 
“I got a phone call asking me to come into 
the office as there had been an incident. I 
thought he had fallen over or something. 
They said Omari had climbed over the gate 


and had been found on a road at the back 
of a school. I was in hysterics.” Miss John¬ 
son, of Fountain Lane, Oldbury, admits 
she now worries about Omari and his twin 
brother Lkiye. 

The school said there had been a full re¬ 
view following the incident. Mrs Long said: 
“All procedures have been followed and a 
thorough review of our security and safety 
measures has been carried out.” 

Following the incident, ward councillor 
Susan Downing called on the school to 
‘make it a priority’ that the lapse could 
never happen again.

£4m drug smuggling 
ring leader is jailed

A CUSTOMER service work¬ 
er from Rowley Regis has been 
jailed for 17 years after leading 
a £4 million drug smuggling ring. 

Shafaqat Hussain, aged 39, admit¬ 
ted leading a gang of seven in an oper¬ 
ation that trafficked 40 kilos of heroin 


into the UK from Pakistan. 

Large quantities of 
the Class A drug came 
into the West Mid¬ 
lands. The ring was 
eventually rumbled by 
a major undercover po¬ 
lice operation. 

Hussain, of Perry 
Park Road, used his 
contacts in Pakistan 
to organise the opera¬ 
tion, which saw heroin 

Shafanat Husain smuggled in through 
Shafaqat Hussain various different UK 

ports, with the drug hidden inside everyday 
items such as children’s clothing. 

Detectives became suspicious in August 
2012 when accomplice Sakander Riaz was 
arrested in connection with another mat¬ 
ter. Information obtained in that inquiry 
sparked a huge covert policing operation. 



Import 

Working alongside Hussain were floor 
layer Sakander Riaz, 34, of Bordesley 
Green; unemployed Jason Tremayne, 
45, of Kitts Green; unemployed Andrew 
Yaqub, 44, of Latelow Road; brothers and 
shopkeepers Usman Farooq, 23, and Umar 
Farooq, 31, both of Kitts Green; as well as 
unemployed Harji Varsani, 54 of no fixed 
address. Hussain admitted conspiring to 
import heroin. 

Riaz also pleaded guilty to conspiring to 
import heroin and was jailed for 13-and- 
a-half years, while Tremayne was found 
guilty of conspiring to import heroin and 
was sentenced to seven years. Yaqub ad¬ 
mitted allowing his premises to be used in 
connection with drug trafficking offences 
and was jailed for 18 months. 

Varsani was sentenced to a five-year jail 
term after he was found guilty of conspiring 
to import heroin, while the Farooq brothers 
have both admitted conspiring to import 
heroin and will be sentenced in May.

Area all set 
for bright 
future with 
campaign 

AN area which has been blighted by 
drug crime and vandalism is being 
brightened up thanks to a flower 
planting campaign. 

Shell Corner in Halesowen has 
often been criticised for looking worn 
and run-down - but efforts are now 
being made to change that. 

Seeds have been planted in the area 
meaning the streets should be looking 
more colourful once the summer ar¬ 
rives. Ward councillor Stuart Henley 
has been leading a campaign for im¬ 
provements to be made to Shell Cor¬ 
ner and believes the planting project 
will be ‘a start’. 

Councillor Henley took advantage 
of a scheme organised Grow Wild UK, 
which runs Kew Gardens is supported 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The group distributes seeds for free 
to allow people to brighten up their 
local area. He said: “I have been try¬ 
ing to work around Shell Corner and 
brighten it up and get some of the 
shops on board. I saw on offer on the 
internet from Grow Wild UK for free 
seeds and contacted them. I thought it 
would be something to help bring the 
community together.” 

Shell Corner has attracted negative 
headlines in recent years, with police 
having to increase their presence in 
the area following reports of drug 
dealing and anti-social behaviour. 

Plans to install CCTV in the area to 
try and crackdown on crime have also 
been put forward. Volunteer group 
Guerilla Gardeners were enlisted to 
help plant the seeds which are ex¬ 
pected to blossom soon. 

Early drugs start 
for city ravers 

DRUG users on Birmingham’s rave 
scene start experimenting with illegal 
substances when they are as young as 
11, according to new research by Bir¬ 
mingham City University. 

Criminology lecturer Cristiana Car¬ 
doso interviewed over 100 legal high 
and club drug users in Digbeth in Oc¬ 
tober and November last year, with 44 
per cent of participants revealing they 
started drug taking between the ages 
of 11 and 16. 

The study also showed that a quar¬ 
ter of drug users are unaware of 
which substances they are actually 
taking while partying in the city’s 
raving hotspots. It was conducted in 
partnership with Birmingham City 
Council’s ‘Reach Out Recovery’ pro¬ 
gramme, which supports people with 
drug and alcohol problems.

Hospital bosses said the new cancer 
centre will provide world-class facili¬ 
ties for children and young people. 

The eye-catching four-storey build¬ 
ing - due for completion in late 2017 
- will improve care for young people 


with cancer and rare diseases. It has 
been funded by a £4 million Chil¬ 
dren’s Cancer Centre Appeal. 

Money donated will be used to in¬ 
crease space around each bed, along 
with providing a bright outpatient 
area. The internal colour scheme of 
the new building will take inspiration 
from nature and the Birmingham ca¬ 
nals. David Melbourne, Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital’s interim chief 
executive, said: “This is the single 
biggest investment we have made in 
our Steelhouse Lane site. 

“Finally, the world-class care that 


we know we provide to our children 
and young people will be given from 
world-class facilities, which is going 
to make an enormous difference. Our 
oncology inpatients and outpatients 
will be treated in the same centre for 
the first time, benefitting from hugely 
improved facilities, with more space. 

“Previously children and young 
people with rare diseases were seen 
at different times, by different health 
care professionals, in different parts 
of the hospital. We’re proud to be 
leading the way nationally with our 
exciting new centre.” 


Husband who attacked 
wife with sword jailed 


A WORKER at a West Bromwich 
Sikh temple is up behind bars after 
being jailed for 19 years for having 
tried to kill his wife with a ceremo¬ 
nial sword. 

Harjit Singh launched the attack as 
Nirmal Kaur slept, fracturing her skull 
and cutting her head with a blow from the 
weapon. 

And when that failed to 

I kill her he tried to strangle 

I the woman he had mar- 
M ried in India 14 years ago. 

The 46-year-old tied 
Hi up his beard, stripped 
I naked and started to run a 
M shower so he could remove 
1 blood and other tell-tale 
J signs of his involvement in 
the attack. He intended to

go to the temple where he 


was due to start work at 4am - leaving the back 
door open - and provide an alibi for when the 
body was found later by their daughter. 

Singh intended to blame a non-existent in¬ 
truder for the crime. He deliberately closed the 
door to the room where the girl - then aged 10 
- slept opposite her parent’s bedroom, so she 
would not be disturbed by the sound of the at¬ 
tack at their home in Edward Street, near the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara where he worked. 

Unpaid 

But the plan backfired when she woke and 
disturbed the murder bid, which came two 
days after an argument over money between 
the couple who lived free of charge at the house 
because his work at the temple was unpaid. 

Nirmal Kaur needed 16 stitches to the head 
wound as well as suffering a fractured skull 
and also had fractures to the cartilage in her 
neck from the bid to strangle her following the 
attack in the early hours of October 22. 

Singh - who was convicted of attempted 
murder by a Wolverhampton Crown Court jury 
following a trial - showed no emotion as Judge 
Nicholas Webb sentenced him. 

The judge said Singh - who stuck to the story 
that an intruder was to blame - had banked 
on his wife and daughter being too frightened 
by the ‘cultural consequences of making alle¬ 
gations against him’, and assumed they would 
back his lies. They did initially, but quickly told 
the truth of what had really happened.

We want their names

An inspirational mother and 
son have set up a charity to 
help families hit by atrocities. 

DAVID COSGROVE reports 

‘I WANT their names and beauti¬ 
ful caring ways to live on forever 
through their legacy.’ 

These were the words of a Black Coun¬ 
try mother whose son, brother and father 
were killed in the Tunisia terror attack, 
as she launched an appeal to support oth¬ 
er victims of mass atrocities. 

Suzy Richards and her surviving son Owen, 
aged 16, have created ‘Smile for Joel’ to sup¬ 
port others who have lost family members in 
a similarly harrowing manner to themselves. 

The fundraising charity - which has been 
backed by David Cameron - will work with 
Victim Support to help families who have be¬ 
come victims of traumatic bereavement, par¬ 
ticularly through homicide. 

Ms Richards said it will help keep the memo¬ 
ries of her son Joel, brother Adrian and father 
Patrick alive, who were killed by Islamic State 
terrorist Seifeddine Rezgui in June. 

Previous 

Aspiring football referee Joel, 19, was tipped 
for the top and was extremely close with his 
uncle and grandfather. 

The triple loss tore Ms Richards’ family 
apart, but she said the backing of Victim Sup¬ 
port since the tragic incident has helped them 
move through the grieving process. 

Ms Richards said: “I had never heard of 
[Victim Support] before but they turned up 
about five days after it happened and the sup¬ 
port they gave Owen initially was fantastic. 

“Since then the support for the family has 
been brilliant as well - and they are still sup¬ 
porting us now. 

“In the darkest days they actually became 
part of the family - they were with us through 
everything and helped with everything, right 
down to arranging counselling. 

“What they do is fantastic.

“We decided to call it Smile for Joel because 
Joel was the youngest victim and I want to 
keep all their names alive. 

“I want to make a difference for others for 
them. 

“They were three of the nicest, most caring 
guys you could ever meet and would do any¬ 
thing for anybody. 

“I want their names to be part of helping 
others. 

“They were just three everyday guys who 
went on holiday who were sat there one min¬ 
ute and then they were murdered the next.” 

Dozens of Joel’s friends have taken photo¬ 
graphs with Smile for Joel wristbands at dif¬ 
ferent locations across the globe. 

Ms Richards penned an emotive mission 
statement on Smile for Joel’s Facebook page. 

It says: “After losing three very precious 
family members last year in the Tunisian ter¬ 


ror attacks my loving family will never be the 
same. We are shattered, broken and every day 
is a colossal struggle for not having them here 
with us. 

“To go from a family of six to three for just 
going on holiday, is an unbearable pain and 
has left an emptiness that we know will never 
go away. In the midst of this heartache I am 
determined to stand strong for my remaining 
family. 

“Like any mom would, I want to strive to 
make Owen’s life the best I can, especially 
after being the sole survivor in my family on 
that fateful day. 

“I am also determined to not let the lives of 
my son Joel, my dad Pat and my brother Ade 
be forgotten. I want their names and beautiful 
caring ways to live on forever. 

“I want to make a difference to others for 
them. 


“I want to make a difference in their name 
for others who have experienced losing some¬ 
one they love in such a heartbreaking trau¬ 
matic way. 

“Therefore, Smile for Joel in its own right 
will become a fundraising charity to support 
Victim Support and help shattered/ broken 
families who become victims of a traumatic 
bereavement through homicide including ter¬ 
rorism. 

“Not every family has the love and sup¬ 
port we have had and continue to have from 
our family, friends and our community and I 
thank you all immensely for that. 

“So together, with your help, my plan is to 
continue to make smiles for Joel.” 

The money will be distributed through Vic¬ 
tim Support. 

Ms Richards has encouraged people to come 
forward with fundraising schemes. 

A batch of Smile for Joel wristbands has 
been made and people have been encouraged 
to take photos of these at different locations 
around the world. 

Astonished 

Wednesbury North ward Councillor Elaine 
Costigan said the family’s strength was ‘inspi¬ 
rational’ and Smile for Joel was a perfect way 
to keep memories alive. 

She said: “I’m just astonished at how strong 
she is. 

“I think this is really helping to keep Suzy 
going and I know how much she wants to keep 
their names alive. 

“It’s special - I think both Suzy and Owen 
are inspirational. 

“They’re so strong together, it’s amazing. I 
don’t know where they find the strength from 
but somehow they manage it. 

“We all support whatever they want to do.” 

The families of those killed in the Tunisia 
terror attacks attended a memorial service at 
Westminster Abbey along with Prince Harry 
and Prime Minister David Cameron. 

At an event after the service, Owen man¬ 
aged to chat to Mr Cameron about the cause, 
and the PM was photographed with the teen 
and Ms Richards wearing one of the wrist¬ 
bands created for the cause,

Those the 
words that echoed around the Sandwell Council chamber as 
members paid tribute to popular former leader Darren Coop¬ 
er at the first full council meeting since his sudden death. 

An emotional session was dedicated almost entirely to Councillor 
Cooper, with several councillors honouring their former leader, who 


was dubbed ‘Mr Sandwell’. 

His deputy and friend Councillor 
Steve Eling, who is now acting leader, 
delivered a rousing speech in which he 
pledged to continue the work that was 
done under his leadership. 

Tributes were paid to the married 
father-of-three, who was leader of 
the Labour-controlled authority since 
2009 and a councillor for 25 years, fol¬ 
lowing his sudden death last month at 
the age of just 52. 

A civic memorial event will be held 
in his honour at West Bromwich Town 
Hall tomorrow, Friday. He was a pas¬ 
sionate Baggies fan and a familiar face 
at the Hawthorns. He had been touted 
as a future MP as well as a possibility 
for the role of the West Midlands’ first 
metro mayor. 

Councillor Eling told members: “It 
is a massive loss and it is a challenge 
for somebody else to pick up and do 
what Darren has done over the years. 
As leader of the council he has taken 
us through the most difficult time in 
history, other than wartime, for local 
government. The cuts from 2010 are 
the most severe that have been im¬ 
posed on local government and to carry 
the council through that as leader is 
an incredible task. We all miss Darren 
but his legacy will live on.” 

Mayor Barbara Price, who led the 
meeting at Sandwell Council House in 
Oldbury, said: “It’s been a devastating 
blow to everybody. It just hurts at the 
moment.”

Councillor Paul Sandars said the 
authority now has an ‘enormous hole’ 
to fill. He said: “He was the salt of the 
earth, a Black Country lad made good. 

“People have said he almost cer¬ 
tainly would have been an MP and 
maybe higher than an MP.

Councillor Peter Hughes said: “I 
shall never forget that cheeky grin 
and the winks he used to give me. I 
was 10 years his elder but he was a 
mentor to me.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton said: 
“The mark of a man is the number of 
people you touch and Darren touched 
a large number of people. He was my 
friend, I love him and miss him.”

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Jail for man who let his 
account be used in fraud 

A MAN whose bank account was 
used to launder thousands of 
pounds obtained in a series of 
sophisticated frauds has been 
jailed for two years. 

Guinea national Toure Moussa, aged 
32, of Durham Road, Rowley Regis, 
had denied three charges of convert¬ 
ing criminal property, but was found 
guilty following a trial at Coventry 
Crown Court. 

Adam Western, prosecuting, said a com¬ 
pany called Ezbob is an on-line lender 
which specialises in providing loans to 
small businesses. Using the identities of 
two people, loans were obtained for £6,300 
and £5,700 - with the money being paid 
into a nominated account - Moussa’s bank 
account. “The fraud was quite sophisticated 
in nature, supported by copies of passports 
and energy bills,” commented Mr Western. 

Ezbob only suspected something was 
wrong when no repayments were made on 
the two loans, so contacted the police who 
were able to trace the account to Moussa. 

The other victim was a customer of 
on-line estate agents Chesterton’s, who 
received an e-mailed invoice from the com¬ 
pany requesting a payment of £16,309. But 
that was followed up by a second e-mail, 
purporting to be from the company, re¬ 
questing that the payment be made into a 
different account. 

When Chesterton’s chased up the pay¬ 
ment and were told it had been paid into 
that other account, they contacted the 
police who again traced the account to 
Moussa. When he was arrested Moussa de¬ 
nied having any involvement in the frauds, 
claiming he had simply allowed another 
man to use his bank account. 

Colin McCarraher, defending, said: “This 
is a 32-year-old man, the father of two chil¬ 
dren, aged seven and five, who both reside 
in Guinea Bissau where they are being 
looked after by his partner. He does his best 
to send money back to them from his £250 a 
week income from his job sorting parcels.”

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Snowdon 
tragedy 
as walker 
plummets 

A MAN from the Black 
Country has died after fall¬ 
ing a ‘significant’ distance 
while walking on Mount 
Snowdon. 

Kenneth Hands, aged 35, 
from Oldbury, is believed 
to have been descending 
a narrow ridge when he 
fell on the steep and rocky 
terrain. Rescuers said Mr 
Hands was on the moun¬ 
tain in North Wales with 
two friends, and had been 
forced back by heavy snow, 
when he fell to his death on 
Saturday April 9. His death 
was described as a ‘tragic 
accident’. His body was 
winched aboard a coast¬ 
guard rescue helicopter 
from Caernarfon and flown 
to hospital at Bangor. 

Coroner 

He had been descending 
the narrow Crib Goch ridge 
- the scene of previous 
tragedies - when he fell. 

A post-mortem exami¬ 
nation has been held for 
North West Wales coroner 
Dewi Pritchard-Jones. 

A mountain rescue team 
spokesman said: “The 
group did everything right. 
They turned around when 
conditions went bad - it 
was just a tragic accident. 
We don’t know why he fell. 
But it was a significant fall. 

“It had begun snowing 
quite heavily towards the 
top of the highest mountain 
in England and Wales when 
the walkers decided to turn 
back.” 


FOCUS ON OLDBURY 


Trampoline centre looks 
set to bounce into action 


A TRAMPOLINE arena will open in Oldbury, 
creating 25 jobs, after being given the go- 
ahead by councillors. 

Bosses behind the firm Flip Out passed the final 
hurdle after members of Sandwell Council agreed to 
let the scheme go ahead despite breaching planning 
regulations. A disused warehouse on Churchbridge 
will be converted into an activity and play centre. 


The large indoor arena 
would be used for children’s 
parties but also as a fitness 
centre for adults and teen¬ 
agers and will also feature 
a cafe. 

The plans were backed 
by the council’s planning 
committee last month but 
red tape had threatened 
to scupper the plans after 
it emerged the land where 
bosses wanted to build the 
centre, on the Churchbridge 
Industrial Estate, had been 
set aside for ‘high-quality 
employment’ development. 
It meant it was left to the 
full council to decide if the 
trampoline centre should be 
allowed to go ahead. 

Acting leader Steve Eling 
argued the arena should be 
allowed to open, especially 
as it was going to create 
jobs. He said: “The planning 
committee are of a view that 
the application should be al¬ 
lowed in that it won’t under¬ 
mine the planning policy as

such as it is relation to one 
unit. Planning officers are 
also satisfied there isn’t an 
alternative premises availa¬ 
ble that the applicant could 
use for the purpose. 

“Clearly it is business use 
and there will be employ¬ 
ment opportunities arising 
from it.” Most councillors 
agreed with the vast major¬ 
ity backing the proposals. 
The company has said it 
will only need to make slight 
changes to the building to 
convert it into the activity 
arena. And Oldbury coun¬ 
cillor Mahboob Hussain be¬ 
lieves it is a smart move. He 
said: “There is not much to 
do for young people in Old¬ 
bury and it is in the right 
location near the motorway 
so I think a lot of people will 
come from all over Sandwell 
and the West Midlands. 

“It’s really nice to see any 
jobs in Oldbury.” 


Town looks set for foundry site boost

A MULTI-MILLION pound scheme 
by a major developer to breathe new 
life into Oldbury looks set to go ahead, 
after plans were recommended for ap¬ 
proval. 

A retail park will be built on a for¬ 
mer foundry site in the town, under 
the scheme by Hammerson, the own¬ 
ers of Birmingham’s Grand Central 
and Bullring shopping centres. 

Eleven shops - including a discount 
foodstore - will be built on the 12-acre 


site in Bromford Road under the pro¬ 
posals. The scheme is a scaled-back 
version of a retail site dubbed The 
Junction, which was previously hailed 
as ‘the final piece of the jigsaw’ for 
Oldbury by councillors. 

And in a report prepared by officers 
to councillors, it was said: “While the 
current application is for a substan¬ 
tially smaller parcel of land and only 
includes retail units, there remains 
an opportunity to seek further leisure 


development within the undeveloped 
part of the site.” 

No objections also came in form the 
council’s head of highways subject to 
modifications to the plan which in¬ 
cluded a new junction layout with pe¬ 
destrian routes. 

The Environment Agency and West 
Midlands Police also raised no objec¬ 
tions. Group Access Alliance asked for 
disabled toilet facilities to be included 
as part of the plan. 


Firms must 
now reveal 
ownership 



Warning - Helen Drew 

AN Oldbury-based tax ex¬ 
pert has warned that all 
companies now have to 
reveal who really owns the 
business. On April 6, the 
rules for the People of Sig¬ 
nificant Control (PSC) Reg¬ 
ister came into force. 

Helen Drew, partner at 
the Oldbury office of na¬ 
tional audit, tax and ad¬ 
visory firm Crowe Clark 
Whitehall, said: “If you fail 
to provide accurate infor¬ 
mation, you will be guilty of 
a criminal offence - which 
could carry a fine and/or 
prison sentence of up to 
two years.” 

According to the Office 
for National Statistics, 
there were 2.45 million 
enterprises registered for 
VAT and/or PAYE in March 
2015. Almost all of these 
businesses - around 99 per 
cent - are small ranging 
from none to 49 employees. 

The register is being 
drawn up in order to help 
increase transparency over 
who owns and controls UK 
firms, to help inform inves¬ 
tors when they are looking 
at a company, and support 
law enforcement agencies 
in money laundering inves¬ 
tigations.

Addict who 
amassed a 
debt caught 
red-handed 


AN addict trying to pay off a drug debt to his 
dealer was caught red-handed selling heroin 
and cocaine, a judge heard. 

Mark While locked the doors of the Fiat Punto in a 
vain attempt to stop police discovering what he was 
doing when officers surrounded the stationary vehi¬ 
cle in Tiled House Lane, Pensnett, Wolverhampton 


Crown Court was told. 

The 40-year-old appeared 
to be about to drive off while 
trying to hide something in¬ 
side the car - and so an of¬ 
ficer smashed the driver’s 
side window with a baton 
and grabbed the ignition 
key, explained Miss Saleem 
Mahmood, prosecuting. 

Searches of the grey 
Punto and an address linked 
to the defendant unearthed 
a total of £1,930 worth of 
heroin and cocaine wrapped 
up into 193 street deals, it 
was revealed. They also dis¬ 
covered two mobile phones - 
one for incoming drug deals 
and the other for outgoing 
calls, While explained later. 

He added: “I have been 
addicted to heroin and owed 
my dealer £3,000. He gave 
me drugs to hold for him 
as a custodian and within 
hours of putting them in my 
car it was stolen.

“The dealer beat me up, 
said I now owed him £4,950, 
gave me a car and told me 
to hold the drugs and drive 
to those who wanted to buy 
them. My job was to hold the 
drugs and drive and I agreed 
to act in that way to pay off 
my debt. I had been doing it 
for a week before I was ar¬ 
rested.” 

Mr Benjamin Close, de¬ 
fending, added: “He was 
acting out of coercion and 
threats of violence and has 
now moved to Wales.” 

While, who previously 
lived in Maria Street, West 
Bromwich, had also given 
up drugs since being caught 
dealing on November 19, 
2014, the court was told.

Pain expert’s skills take 
him around the world 


NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust pro¬ 
vides care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

DR HUSSEIN NAGI 
Consultant in Anaesthetics 
and Chronic Pain 



NOT many people get the op¬ 
portunity to do the job they 
love all over the world, but it 
is a privilege that Dr Hussein 
Nagi, aged 58, has taken on 
and enjoyed. 

It’s not always been smooth 
sailing, however, as a consultant 
in anaesthetics and chronic pain 
Dr Nagi opts to take his medical 
expertise to countries that are 
less fortunate than us in order to 
assist in the training of their doc¬ 
tors. 

He came to the UK in 1989 after 
completing his studies at Cairo Uni¬ 
versity and his fellowship in Dublin. 
He joined the Trust in 2003 and is 
now based at City Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham, but he also spends a lot of 
his time overseas, running courses in 
anaesthetics and chronic pain in coun¬ 
tries such as Bosnia, Jordan, Egypt, 
Turkey, and Lebanon for medical stu¬ 
dents. 

He travels there on a regular basis, 
often with other doctors, and with 
them they bring equipment and sim¬ 
ulators to put their students into sce¬ 
narios where they have to think on 
their feet. “It’s a good way to show the 
medical students we take their opin¬ 
ions seriously,” Dr Nagi explains. 

“We found a good piece of software 
and it’s easy to work with. We can 
use it with mannequins or volunteers 
and it teaches our students valuable 
skills.” 

His trips abroad started in Bosnia 
after the signing of the peace treaty in 
1995, and it was there he cites having 
the highlight of his career to date. He 
was on call in a Bosnian hospital when 
he got a call telling him he had to rush 
to Coronary Care, braving the -17°C 
weather on his way. 

It was later revealed that he was 
hurrying to treat the Bosnian presi¬ 


dent (who thankfully survived), but 
Dr Nagi describes it as ‘the tensest 
moment of my life. It made me real¬ 
ise how much responsibility you have 
as a doctor when something like that 
ens’. 

oing abroad and working in hos¬ 
pitals in countries that are suffering 
really helps you appreciate the NHS,” 
Dr Nagi continues. “It’s nice to come 
back to Birmingham where there are 
no bullets in the walls and the running 
water always works. There’s so much 
care here - the extra half an hour wait 
might seem irritating at the time but 
compared to other countries in the 
world it’s really nothing.” 

His ambition to be a doctor began 
at a young age. “I always wanted to 
help people, and there’s a verse in the 
Qur’an that reads: ‘If any one saved a 
life, it would be as if he saved the life of 
the whole of mankind’ and that always 
stuck with me. I found biology fasci¬ 
nating in school, and what attracted 


me to anaesthetics is the way the body 
reacts within seconds. 

“You have to make split-second life 
or death decisions and the contribu¬ 
tion I’m making feels invaluable.” 

A typical day for him at the Trust in¬ 
volves running pain clinics (where he 
can see up to 15 people suffering from 
chronic issues), working with the eye 
centre on anaesthesia for their proce¬ 
dures, or carrying out pain procedures 
on between eight and 10 patients. 

“These roles have taught me valu¬ 
able listening skills,” he adds. “Some¬ 
times I can’t treat these patients as 
such, but if I provide a listening ear 
then that can be enough.” 

When he’s not travelling or at work, 
Dr Nagi likes to spend his spare time 
with his family. “I have four kids, and 
one of our favourite activities is play¬ 
ing football. We love playing three-a- 
side - it used to be girls vs boys, but 
now everyone’s growing up we like to 
switch it around a bit!”

Stage stars celebrate 
Shakespeare's skills 


Y ou can run but you can’t hide 
from the Bard - he’s 
everywhere, almost omnipotent, 
whether you realise it or not. 

Many well-worn everyday phrases 
first appeared in his works, while his 
stories continue to have a major 
influence on popular culture today, so 
it seems only right that we should 
celebrate his life and legacy - even if 
it is on the 400th anniversary of his 
death. 

“BBC2 is playing a central role in 
the BBC’s Shakespeare celebrations 
and I’m delighted we will be showing 
this very special piece which typifies 
the new ambition and scale we are 
bringing to arts programming on the 
channel,” explains Kim Shillinglaw, 
controller of BBC2 and BBC4. 

David Tennant may be best known 
for his starring roles in Doctor Who 
and Broadchurch, but he’s no stranger 
to William Shakespeare’s works, 
having appeared on stage in the likes 
of Hamlet, Love’s Labours Lost, Much 
Ado About Nothing and Richard II. 

He’s also hugely popular, 
particularly with younger viewers, so is 


perhaps the ideal person to front this 
two-hour-long programme - he has 
the knowledge of the subject to carry 
it off, and the appeal to attract those 
who might not otherwise have tuned 
in. 

Tennant will be joined on stage at 
the Royal Shakespeare Theatre in 
Stratford-Upon-Avon by his fellow 
actors Judi Dench, Ian McKellen, 
Meera Syal and Joseph Fiennes, 
musician Rufus Wainwright, rapper 
Akala and comedy star Tim Minchin, 
all of whom share their thoughts on 
the Bard’s enduring influence on the 
performing arts, from his home 
medium of the theatre, through to 
opera, jazz, dance and musicals. 

There’s also a chance to see 
contributions by performers from the 
English National Opera and The Royal 
Ballet. 

“Shakespeare gives us a 360 
degree view of what it is to be human 
and has inspired creativity across 
every art form,” says Gregory Doran, 
the RSC’s artistic director. ‘This live 
event is the highlight of what will be 
an extraordinary year for Shakespeare 
fans, and gives us a chance to 


celebrate just how far his genius has 
travelled, influencing artists down the 
centuries and across the world.” 

As Doran says, there are more 
special programmes and events on 
their way from the BBC and RSC. 

“Our ambition is to get more people 
excited about Shakespeare than ever 
before - through drama, great 
performance, documentary; festivals 
and social media too,” reveals Tony 
Hall, director-general of the BBC. 
“We’re partnering with talent right 
across the country and delighted to be 
working with the RSC. 2016 is going 
to be the biggest celebration of 
Shakespeare we’ve ever put on - for 
everyone.” 

So, keep your eye out for a heap of 
Shakespearean goodies in the future, 
including a retelling of A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream by Russell T Davies, 
which will star Maxine Peake, Matt 
Lucas, Bernard Cribbins and Elaine 
Paige, and there will also be three 
more episodes of The Hollow Crown, 
this time featuring an all-star cast that 
includes Benedict Cumberbatch, 
Sophie Okonedo, Hugh Bonneville 
and Michael Gambon.

Europe's best kept secret with 
magical sights round every corner 


OFTEN overlooked in favour of 
its popular neighbour Croatia, 
Serbia doesn’t really register as a 
top choice for a holiday. 

I have to admit, my own knowl¬ 
edge of the country, which celebrates 
a decade of independence this year, is 
patchy. 

Aside from Slobodan Milosevic’s well-doc¬ 
umented years of tyrannical rule in the 90s, 
when the country was part of the former 
Yugoslavia, I know next to nothing. But 
images of hardship belong to a distant past; 
instead a trendy and affordable short break 
destination is emerging. 

After a two-hour flight from Heathrow, 
I arrive in Belgrade. The Serbian capital 
has been destroyed and rebuilt more than 
40 times, resulting in a patchwork of ar¬ 
chitectural designs. I gravitate towards the

Savamala district with its bohemian bars 
and riverfront clubs. Seeking penance after 
a hard night on the tiles, I head west of Bel¬ 
grade to the Pustinja Monastery in the vil¬ 
lage of Pocuta. Originally built in the 13th 
century during the reign of King Dragutin, 
the monastery now standing dates back to 
the 17th century. 

I’m greeted by a group of resident nuns, 
who appear to be almost as old as the mon¬ 
astery itself. Overcoming the language 
barrier, they welcome us with a traditional 
offering of honey and hot water and lead us 
on a tour through the building decorated 
with frescoes of Serbian saints, including 
St Sava. 

Even more unusual is fairytale village 
Drvengrad, part of the picturesque Zlatibor 
district, surrounded by the Tara National 


Park and a three-hour drive from Belgrade. 

It was built in 2003 as a film set by the 
acclaimed Serbian film director Emir Kus- 
turica for his film Life Is A Miracle. It is 
now a fully functioning village where Emir 
lives and hosts his annual film festival. 

Emir grew up in war-torn Sarajevo and 
has said his desire to build Drvengrad was 
born from the destruction of his own town. 

Desire 

All the streets are named after people 
Emir respects and admires, such as foot¬ 
baller Diego Maradona, revolutionary Che 
Guevara and, of course, national hero and 
tennis ace Novak Djokovic. 

The bizarre settlement has 25 timber cot¬ 
tages where tourists can stay, a church, the 
Stanley Kubrick cinema and an ideological 
prison, where imaginary inhabitants in¬ 
clude those who still live among us, such as 


George Bush. I’m particularly enamoured 
by the church, a small wooden structure 
with portraits of Madonna and child. 

Delicious traditional Serbian food is 
served at the village restaurant, where I 
dine on meat, cheese and lots and lots of 
bread. Dishes are inspired by a number of 
cultures, borrowing from German, Greek 
and Turkish cuisine. Best of all, it’s cheap - 
a three-course meal with wine for £6. 

Near to Drvengrad, on the border of Ser¬ 
bia and Bosnia, is the stunning river Drina, 
where I take a rafting trip. We calmly float 
past rural orthodox churches, until we 
reach an isolated house on stilts near the 
town of Bajina Basta. It was built by local 
boys in 1968 and has been standing on a 
rock for nearly 50 years. 

Serbia feels like Europe’s best-kept se¬ 
cret, with magical experiences around every 
corner.

Focus RS 
a bargain 
on power 
and fun

PUSH a button in the new 165mph Focus RS 
and you’ll enjoy the sort of pops and bangs 
from two huge exhaust pipes that turn a tame 
drive to work into the first corner at Silver- 
stone. 

If it all sounds barely road legal, you’d be right. It 
took three visits from the Euro compliance people to 
Ford’s prototype plant in Germany before they had to 
agree the car was quiet enough for the public road 

— just. 

Push the same button again and the car will easily drift in 
a wide circle with all four tyres shrieking and scrabbling for 
grip - impressive in a Top Gear sort of way but best kept to 
a test track with a Michelin supply truck on call. This ‘drift’ 
mode in the car’s set up is a tell tale to the way the Ford de¬ 
velopment team approached this third Focus to wear the RS 
ultimate performance badge - make it fun to own, in spades. 

It takes no more than a few yards to appreciate that it’s 
mission accomplished for the Cologne-based RS crew and 
not many more to conclude this is the bargain performance 
car of the year. 

At £29,995 on-the-road it’s no surprise that order books 
are bulging with more than 3,000 UK buyers wanting their 
own Focus RS as soon as possible - and happily adding 
another £3,500 worth of options to their cars. Even then it’s 
still cheap for the sort of performance on offer - a 165mph 
top speed and dash to 62mph in 4.7 seconds are heroic 
figures, made possible from a 2.3 litre turbocharged engine 
that pumps out 350 horsepower all day long. 

That’s the obvious part of the new RS’s attraction; have 
one in nitrous blue (a £745 option chosen by more than 
half the buyers to date) and the car looks the part of barely 
tamed road tiger too. 

At the front you’ll find a huge radiator grille, covered with 
special mesh that lets the most air possible through to the 
biggest intercooler the RS team could squeeze into the car 
(it keeps the air entering the engine as dense as possible, 
which is good for power.) 

At the rear there’s a modest roof spoiler and FI-style dif¬ 
fuser beneath the bumper, both helping to cut rear end lift 
at speed to zero. That’s rare on a road car and an indication 
of the depth of development that has produced the latest 
RS. And between the two extremes you’ll find a permanent 
all-wheel drive system that helps keep the car safe, yet drive 
like something that enjoys power through its rear wheels. 
And it does, scampering along UK byways with the tenacity 
of a terrier at play. 

The wonder is that the car then rides rougher roads with 
settled aplomb, always sportingly firm but soaking up the 
bumps beautifully. That’s a hard trick to pull off, but here is a 
car that could double up as family transport without batting 
an eyelid - why, it even has four doors and a decent boot. 

A little less user friendly is an official fuel consumption of 
36.7mpg, but easily dropped to the low-twenties. Exhaust 
emissions of 175/gms will hurt the pocket too, with £295 
road tax in year one and £205 thereafter. 

Chunky 19ins alloy wheels cover big uprated brakes that 
come as part of the RS package, while the sport theme con¬ 
tinues inside with a trio of extra instruments on the dash top 
and Recaro seats - uprated in the test car with a pair of extra 
deep semi-race style Recaros (£1,145) that weren’t too hard 
to climb out of and added a dollop of track appeal. 

Back to the practicalities; it might not be a lot of money for 
the driving pleasure on offer but the new RS is not light on 
non-sporting fixtures and fittings. 

Standard kit includes bi-xenon headlights, heated wind¬ 
screen, dual zone air conditioning, touchscreen DAB audio 
system, electric and heated door mirrors, electric windows 
all round, auto dimming rear view mirror and - for UK cars 

- a special alarm system. 

That ought to make the RS hard to steal. Not difficult to 
appreciate why some tea leaf might want to, though.

RX200t at the golf club, from the front, most 
certainly. 

This fourth generation large, luxury SUV from Toy¬ 
ota’s posh division is no shrinking violet in the looks 
department. 

The vast radiator grille makes what Lexus calls a ‘powerful 
visual statement’ and will ensure it’s easy to pick out from 
the sea of Range Rovers, Audi Q7s and BMW X5s that are 
this car’s natural competition. 

To these eyes this new-found visual boldness works a 
treat, toning itself down a little as the gaze moves along the 
side of the car - all dramatic swoops and swerves - before 
concluding in a tail that picks up the angled theme of the 
front. 

Inside, things are more typically Lexus. That means an al¬ 
most pared back feel, using leather and high grade plastics 
in a combination that quietly tells of good taste and attention 
to detail. 

It was plenty good enough to impress the owner of a 
nearly new Range Rover Sport who came along for the ride, 
especially when he discovered his new baby cost half as 
much again as his recent driveway addition. 

In fact the RX200t range starts at £39,995 for an S mod¬ 
el fitted with the same 2.0 litre petrol engine of the plusher 
Luxury version (£45,995) and tops out with the £57,995 RX 
450h Premier. 

That version comes with the other engine choice in this 
new RX range, a 3.5 litre V6 petrol engine that combines 
with an electric motor to produce a total of 308 horsepow¬ 
er and an official fuel consumption figure (54.3mpg) that 
shames the harder working 2.0 litre engine in the test car. 

Dream 

That’s rated at a mere 36mpg officially and managed just 
28mpg in more than 500 miles of mixed motoring, none of it 
taken at much of a hurry. 

The least expensive way of moving to the larger engine 
with electric assist is the £46,995 RX 450h SE but with a 
large, heavy body to move about that 50mpg-plus figure is 
likely to remain a distant dream. 

Which points up an obvious omission in this new RX 
range. Where is the diesel; the power plant of choice for 
most UK and European buyers of big cars? 

The answer is that places where the RX sells best - the 
States, for instance - simply don’t buy diesels, sticking in¬ 
stead to petrol. That alone is going to limit the attractions of 
the car here in the UK, where hardly any Range Rovers, for 
instance, are sold without a diesel under the bonnet. 

But, if you can make the sums add up, the RX200t will 
provide lots that’s good about big car motoring. 

And it’ll do it for years on end without ever going wrong 
and be serviced for you by a dealer who is part of a select 
band that tops the poll for customer satisfaction so regularly 
they ought to have won the cup outright by now. 

Most obvious plus point is the amount of space inside 
the RX, with genuine stretching room in the rear and a huge 
boot too. 

And it does all feel rather fine into the bargain. 

Rides well too and goes far better than you’d ever expect 
with such a smallish engine doing the work. 

It can get a bit vocal if pressed but exercise a little restraint 
and the auto gears will propel you in a manner befitting a car 
made to shrink big mileages. 

It won’t thrill its driver as the miles go by, but it’s not that 
sort of car. 

Better to enjoy the trappings of luxury, from a sat nav with 
an enormous display (but controlled by a fiddly control) to 
electrically warmed and cooled front seats, powered tail¬ 
gate, adaptive cruise control, auto dipping headlights and 
lights that show you the puddles near the doors before you 
step into them.

Kenny manages 
to make top list 


WOLVES boss Kenny Jack¬ 
ett is the 17th longest-serv¬ 
ing manager in the country 
- and there’s a team’s worth 
in front of him for service at 
Molineux. 

Of the club’s 28 permanent 
chiefs since their formation in 
1877, Jackett, with nearly three 
years at the helm, is 12th. 

Initially the Wolves team was se¬ 
lected by a committee, headed up by 
the club secretary. George Worrall 
was the first for seven years and eight 
months from August 1887 to May 
1885, with Jack Addenbrooke replac¬ 
ing him that August. 

He is still the longest-serving boss 
in Wolves’ history, with a 36 years 
and 10 months reign and led Wolves 
to the FA Cup twice. 

The club appointed their first full¬ 
time manager, George Jobey in June 
1922. He lasted nearly two years be¬ 
fore Albert Hoskins was brought in, 
while Fred Scotchbrook lasted just 
over a year. 

Wembley 

Major Frank Buckley arrived in 
July 1927 and his 15 years and eight 
months saw the club reach the First 
Division, finishing runners-up twice 
in the top flight. A 4-1 defeat to Ports¬ 
mouth at Wembley saw them lose the 
1939 FA Cup final, but they did win 
the 1942 League ‘War’ Cup. 

Ted Vizard came on board in April 
1944, leading them to third in the 
first ‘peace time’ season of 1946-47. 

Come the summer of 1948, his as¬ 
sistant Stan Cullis would take charge, 
going on to become the club’s most 
successful manager and make Wolves 
the biggest team in the country. 
Three First Division titles, two FA 
Cups and one Charity Shield came 
their way along with the first foray 
into European football in what is

now the Champions League. He was 
sacked in September 1964 and the 
club were relegated that season. Andy 
Beattie was in charge when they went 
down, he left in September 1965, with 
Ronnie Allen taking them back up in 
1967. 

Another purple patch came under 
Bill McGarry, who left First Division 
rivals Ipswich Town to take over from 
the sacked Allen in November 1968. 
His seven-and-a-half year reign saw 
Wolves lift the Texaco Cup in 1971, 
before losing the UEFA Cup final to 
Tottenham Hotspur 3-2 on aggregate. 

But McGarry was axed when the 
club was relegated in 1976. 

His No 2, Sammy Chung, took over 
and restored them to the First Divi¬ 
sion at the first attempt, later making 
way for John Barnwell in November 
1978. He delivered Wolves’ last major 
trophy, the League Cup in 1980. 

Wolves went into almost-terminal 
decline under the ownership of the 
Bhatti brothers. Barnwell resigned 
and the team were relegated under 
Ian Greaves, although Graham 
Hawkins did take them back into the 
top-flight. 

He left after they went down again, 
with Tommy Docherty later shown 
the door as they headed for three rel¬ 


egations in a row. McGarry lasted just 
61 days of his second spell, with chief 
scout Sammy Chapman pushed into 
the role. Brian Little then had a spell 
as caretaker. 

Graham Turner’s appointment 
dragged Wolves off their knees, over¬ 
seeing two promotions and the Sherpa 
Van Trophy win at Wembley in 1988. 

Sir Jack Hayward bought the club 
and vowed to restored them to the top¬ 
flight again, with Turner removed for 
former England coach Graham Taylor 
in March 1994. Taylor, Mark McGhee 
and Colin Lee all spent Sir Jack’s mil¬ 
lions and failed to deliver, before Dave 
Jones got it right through the play¬ 
offs in 2003. 

They were relegated after one sea¬ 
son in the Premier League and Jones 
was sacked in November 2004, with 
another former England chief in 
Glenn Hoddle named as his successor. 

He stepped down in May 2006, pav¬ 
ing the way for Mick McCarthy’s ar¬ 
rival. He took them up as champions 
and kept them in the Premier League 
for two campaigns. 

Terry Connor, the ill-fated Stale 
Solbakken and Dean Saunders 
couldn’t prevent a double relegation, 
with Jackett arriving in May 2013 as 
Wolves began life in League One.

IT takes a lot of bottle to step 
up and take a second penalty 
after missing the first. 

There’s no doubt Saido Berahino 
wanted to right the wrongs of that 
dreadful initial attempt, and he must 
have thought he’d scored when the ball 
left his foot, writes Matt Wilson. 

The second shot was right in the corner, but 
Heurelho Gomes is the best in the business. 

He is the only goalkeeper in Premier League 
history to save two penalties in two matches, hav¬ 
ing also achieved the feat for Tottenham back in 
April 2010 against Sunderland. 

The Brazilian also has the best save percent¬ 
age from 12 yards of any Premier League keeper 
who’s faced more than 20 spot-kicks. 

The 35-year-old has now saved eight out of 25 
penalties, with David Seaman next on the list. 

Team-mate James Chester said a distraught 
Berahino apologised in the changing room after 
watching Gomes save both his penalties. 

The rest of the team accepted his apology, and 
many of them admired his bottle for taking the 
second one, the defender revealed. 

Experience 

Chester, a former Hull centre-back echoed 
head coach Tony Pulis’s conclusion that Bera¬ 
hino would benefit in the long-run from such a 
horrible experience. 

Pulis has knocked Berahino back over the 
course of the season in order to drill some humil¬ 
ity into the young striker. 

But no spell on the sidelines will be as chasten¬ 
ing as having two penalties saved in the last 25 
minutes of a match. 

It’s worth remembering that Berahino, with 
just seven goals this season, is still only 22 years- 
old. He has a long future ahead of him and still 
has lots to learn. 

As for the rest of the team, Saturday’s game 
was another typically infuriating performance 
against a side in the bottom half. 

Albion outplayed a poor Watford team who 
came to The Hawthorns with just two goals and 
no wins in their last six league games. 

Pulis’s side had the lion’s share of the ball and 


there was acres of space in midfield, but Darren 
Fletcher was the only player who utilised it. 

The captain drove forward in possession before 
shuttling the ball out to the wingers, but that’s 
where the majority of attacks broke down. James 
McClean’s crossing was poor, with the Irish inter¬ 
national rarely lifting the ball over the first man. 
Stephane Sessegnon looked threatening on the 
other flank, but he also failed to get behind the 
Watford defence and create gilt-edged chances. 

When the opportunities to score did present 
themselves, the Baggies were far too wasteful, 
shooting wide or over and failing to hit the target. 
It’s been a common theme this season. 


Pulis gets hounded by supporters for the way 
he stifles the team with his set-up, but this side 
does, on occasion, create chances. 

They’re just awful at finishing. 

After the match the head coach said his side 
had played well, pointing to the 40-odd crosses 
and 16 shots they had. 

But only a handful of those crosses looked an¬ 
ywhere near dangerous and only four of those 
shots were on target. 

Two of those came from the penalty spot. 

A large chunk of pre-season should be dedi¬ 
cated to finishing because vast improvements are 
needed in the final third.
